role  at  His  Majesty's  Theatre  in  London's  West  End  in  October  1947.

the  Emily  Mann  play  Execution  of  Justice  and  The  Lady  from  Dubuque 
for  which  he  received  a  TONY  nomination;  Les  Blancs,  No  Time  for 
Sergeants,  The  Climate  of  Eden,  Waiting  for  Godot,  The  Infernal 
Machine,  Mister  Johnson  and  Driving  Miss  Daisy  (with  Frances
